Council Scrutinizes Plans for Increase 
In Cable TV Rate, Protests the Change

On January 1, 1987 the 
2,118 cable subscribers in 
the city of Greenbelt will be 
subject to increased cable 
fees. The largest increase 
will affect the 86 “universal 
tier” subscribers, who will be 
charged almost eight dollars 
monthly for the previously 
free service. At its Decem¬ 
ber 15 regular meeting, the 
Greenbelt city council unan¬ 
imously voted to officially 
protest this change. 

Background 

Currently two levels of ser¬ 
vice are available from Prime 
Cable, (Springhill Lake and some 
other residents are served by 
other companies.) The universal 
tier offers those channels that 
could be received without a cable 
hookup, plus the city and other 
access channels. Subscribers to 
this service use an A/B selector 
switch, but no cable converter 
box. The “Cable-Plus” service of 
fers approximately 60 channels 
through a converter box. Cable- 
iSAtb&ervbers may abo sub¬ 
scribe to one or more “premium” 
channels for an additional $6.95 
to $8.95 each per month. Univar- 
sal subscribers may not subscribe 
to any premium channels. 

As of January 1, monthly fees 
for both services will increase. 
The universal tier fee will in¬ 
crease from no charge to $7,95 
per month while Cable-Plus will 
increase from $11.95 to $13.95 
monthly. There will be no increase 
in fee for the premium channels. 
Information provided to the city 
by Prime Cable indicated that 
the charge for FM service will 
also increase, to $1.50 per month. 
Prime Cable’s Position 

Winfield Kelly, President of 
Prime Cable of Northern Prince 
Georges County, appeared at the 
meeting. Providing the subscrip¬ 
tion data above, he also noted 
that (as of December 30, 1986) 
the 1984 Cable Act takes all 
rate-setting responsibilities away 
from municipalities. According to 
Kelly, virtually all cable com¬ 
panies in the United States are 
planning January adjustments to 
their rates. 

He said that originally most 
of the signals sent to cable sub¬ 
scribers were free to the cable 
company, but that the company 
must now pay and must pass on 
the ever-increasing fees for most 
of these signals. Kelly said rates 
were unlikely ever to stop in¬ 
creasing and that customers 
should expect annual increases of 
about a dollar a month because 
increases in labor and other costs. 
He said the company is still los¬ 
ing money. 

Kelly apologized for the letter 
sent to universal tier subscrib¬ 
ers indicating that they could 
upgrade to Cable Plus for an ad¬ 
ditional four dollars per month, 
when in fact it would cost six 
dollars more per month with the 
January increases. Subscribers 
converting from the universal tier 


to Cable Plus would have to pay 
the full $13.95 per month. 

Premium channel rates were 
not increased because of the com¬ 
petition of video cassette record¬ 
ers and other entertainment me¬ 
dia, Kelly said. If the premium 
channels get too expensive, peo¬ 
ple would cancel them. He noted 
that the Cable-Plus service in¬ 
cludes the Home Team Sports 
network, for which subscribers to 
other cable services have to pay 
extra. 

Universal Tier 

Mayor pro tern Thomas X. 
White said the biggest issue was 
introduction of the fee for the 
universal tier. He called this ser¬ 
vice the entre to public access 
and felt the eight dollar fee’was 
unreasonable. Kelly answered that 
other subscribers are currently 
subsidizing the universal sub¬ 
scribers’ share of maintaining the 
cable. He called the new fee a 
“modest” rate for enhanced re¬ 


ft ©construction projects include 
improvements to bridges and 
ramps and bringing the Parkway, 
Which is under the jurisdiction of 
the NFS, up to modem safety 
standards. 

Kittleman said, “$15 million 
from Fiscal Year 1986 appropri¬ 
ations will 'be used directly” for 
improvements to the Greenbelt 
Road (Route 193)/B-W Parkway 
interchange across from tJhe 
Greenway Shopping Center and 
to the Greenbelt Road bridge 
that spans the Parkway. The 
development boom along Green¬ 
belt Road has caused serious 
traffic problems in the northeast¬ 
ern quadrant of the Parkway in¬ 
terchange. 

“This (project) will be pushed 
ahead of schedule,” Kittleman no¬ 
ted, He explained that Prince 
Georges County and the State of 
Maryland are also helping to pay 
the reconstruction costs. By a 
large miangin, county voters in 
November gave their approval to 
an $80 million bond referendum 
for roads and bridges, including 
$3.5 million for the Grehbelt in¬ 
terchange and bridge. The coun¬ 
ty hopes, however, to be reim¬ 
bursed eventually by the federal 
government. The state has pro¬ 
vided $200,000 for design and en¬ 
gineering studies. 

“The best estimate for the 
work to begin is in the fall of 
1987 or spring 1988,” Kittleman 
said.

In addition, some subscribers 
have discovered that with cable- 
ready televisions and VCR’s they 
can receive almost all of the 
Cable-Plus stations for no fee, 
Kelly said that the technical 
problems of restricting users just 
to the intended channels could not 
he solved. 

This explanation did not ease 
White’s concerns, who noted that 
that logic would result in increas¬ 
ing the fee for universal service 
to the Cable-Plus level. White 
also objected to reported prac¬ 
tices of cable marketers which 
lead customers away from the 
universal tier or say that it was 
not available. 

Kelly said that Prime does not 
market the universal tier, since 
it is not a revenue producer for 
the company but he said the sales 
staff should not be refusing to 
sell the universal service. He of-

At the present time the county 
expects quick approval of the 
projects from the State Highway 
Administration’s Federal Aid 
Section. Then the consultant to 
the county will move ahead on 
design 'and engineering studies. 
These will include reconstruction 
of the Pathway's on and off 
ramps to extend acceleration and 
deceleration lanes. New lanes 
could be created and one ramp 
shifted and improvements made 
to the west side of the inter¬ 
change. 

Reconstruction of the Green- 
belt Road bridge is also planned 
so that three lanes will carry 
traffic in each direction. The 
bridge structure itself will not 
be widened although widening by 
cantilevering may be done on the 
north side to accommodate a 
sidewalk. Safety improvements 
will be made to both projects. 

Kittleman explained that, 
while the bridge is perceived as 
one, it Is “actually composed of 
two bridges. The original was 
constructed 40 years ago, with 
improvements made 20 years 
later.” 

Related Projects 

Design plans for the bridge 
over the Parkway are crucial to 
the county’s work in widening 
Greenbelt Rd. from Mandan Rd 
to the Parkway, and from the 
Parkway to the Beltway over¬ 
pass. There it will connect with 
the newly widened Greenbelt Rd.

Stress Workshop 
To be Held Jan. 7 

Louise Galium, Assistant Man¬ 
ager for Community Relations for 
Springhill Lake has put together 
a stress workshop at the Foun¬ 
tain Lodge.

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Council Protests Cable Fee

fered to work through the city 
to obtain universal service with¬ 
out a conversion fee for anyone 
who had been told they could not 
get universal tier service. 

Other Concerns 

In response to a question from 
Council member Antoinette M. 
Bram, Kelly said a key can be 
provided to lock out certain chan¬ 
nels that may not be appropriate 
for family viewing. 

Council member Edward Pu- 
tens complained of high pressure 
sales tactics. He also asked about 
a reduced fee for senior citizens. 
Kelly said that the county con¬ 
tract expressly prohibited such 
discounts. 

Council member Joseph Isaacs 
said he had heard complaints and 
had some himself concerning the 
quality of the broadcasts that re¬ 
peated service calls had failed to 
correct. Kelly said the system has 
had few complaints about qual¬ 
ify. 

Council closed out the discus¬ 
sion by passing a motion to pro¬ 
test officially the withdrawal of 
the free tier and the related rate 
increases and to solicit infor¬ 
mation from citizens with mar¬ 
keting, service or maintenance 
complaints. Anyone with such 
complaints should write or call 
the city offices. Service and main¬ 
tenance complaints should be 
made to Prime Cable first. 

Apology Requested 

Leonie Penney requested that 
council publicly apologize for 
comments made at the November 
5 special council meeting con¬ 
cerning the Greenbelt museum. 
The remarks related to the 210 
names appearing in an advertise¬ 
ment in the News Review oppos¬ 
ing the city's purchase of the 
building for the Greenbelt Mu¬ 
seum. 

Penney said that while it was 
stated at the meeting that the ad 
contained the names of several 
underage people, the ad con¬ 
tained the names of only one un¬ 
derage citizen, who will, in fact, 
be of voting age by the next 
council election. In addition, she 
said that it was claimed that 
people whose names were listed 
in the ad wrote to the city in 
support of the museum, and that 


people's names were listed in the 
ad w r ho had refused to participate 
in the ad. These comments were 
based in part on misinformation 
provided by the city staff, accord¬ 
ing to Penney. 

In accordance with standard 
council procedures action on her 
request for a public apology was 
deferred to the next council meet¬ 
ing. 

Center School 

The Assessment Study for the 
renovation of Center School was 
reviewed by the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board in report 86-43. The 
report recommended that the find¬ 
ings of the study be supported 
and that the study be forwarded 
for evaluation to the County His¬ 
toric Preservation Commission. 

School Board member Suzanne 
Plogman reported to council that 
the state Interagency Committee 
on School Construction has rec¬ 
ommended that the renovation 
not be done this fiscal year, but 
that the school board is appealing 
this recommendation. She noted 
that the project is on the state's 
five-year plan and “absolutely is 
going to happen"—if not in fis¬ 
cal 1988 then in fiscal 1989. 

Plogman sa - d John Van 
Schoonhoven, principal of Center 
School, has some additional con¬ 
cerns, foremost among them 
classroom space and size. Accord¬ 
ing to Plogman, Van Schoonhoven, 
who deems the current space in¬ 
adequate, is not cert? \ that the 
recommended impro' nents are 
adequate either. 

The renovation p calls for 
creation of a courty rd near the 
cafeteria. Van Schoonhoven and 
the city staff are concerned that 
the courtyard would be an “at¬ 
tractive hangout." 

Council unanimously approved 
the staff recommendation that the 
APB recommendations be accept¬ 
ed, along with the additional con¬ 
cerns about the cafeteria court¬ 
yard. These comments were to be 
forwarded to the County School 
System. 

Arts Center Budget 

In response to comments from 
the Parks and Recreation Advis¬ 
ory Board, the Greenbelt Arts 
Center has submitted a revised 
budget for the city’s contributions 
of $3,700. The original budget 
called for $2.500 to be used to

reimburse the Public Works De¬ 
partment for moving set mater¬ 
ials and for special maintenance 
projects. The revised budget al¬ 
locates all the funds for equip¬ 
ment puhchases. 

PRAB's concerns included the 
city's being responsible for work¬ 
men's compensation or liability 
for work done for the theater, and 
that city contributions should be 
used for the purchase of items 
the city could receive if the cen¬ 
ter should fail. 

City manager James K. Giese 
said that since the staff is still 
receiving requests for assistance 
in moving furniture and other 
tasks, he requested clarification 
from council, noting that Arts 
Center requests may conflict with 
city tasks or require weekend 
work.

Bram noted that the Arts Cen¬ 
ter makes the theater available 
as a backup for various city 
events without charge. She said 
that it would not hurt to main¬ 
tain this courtesy between the 
city and the Arts Center. Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld suggested the 
matter be discussed further in 
the next budget review. 

Council unanimously approved 
the revised budget request. 

Police Department 

In actions relating to the po¬ 
lice department, the city council:

Police Catch Car Thief

Greenbelt police, responding a- 
bout 3 a.m., Monday, December 
22 to a report of someone steal¬ 
ing a car at Ora Glen Drive and 
Burkart Court were led on an 
11-mile chase at speeds of more 
than 100 miles per hour before 
the car they were pursuing 
crashed, according to police 
spokesman Officer Pat McAn- 
drew, 

Stuart M. Gary, 18 years, of 
Baltimore, was held on $25,000 
bond charged with theft of over 
$300, rogue and vagabond, flee¬ 
ing and eluding a police officer, 
reckless driving, driving without 
a license and numerous speed and 
automatic signal violations. 

One of the responding officers 
saw two cars leaving the area of 
the theft and followed. When the 
two separated at Greenbelt Road 
and Frankfort Drive one car. a 
1986 Toyota Camry took off at 
high speed eastbound in the west¬ 
bound lanes on Greenbelt Road. 
The pursuit continued to Univer¬ 
sity Boulevard in Adelphi, where 
Prince Georges County police had 
set up a roadblock. The suspect, 
avoiding this barrier, drove off 
•the paved surface into a wooded 
park area, over grass and between 
trees, where the car was stopped 
when it crashed into a ditch. The 
suspect jumped out and fled on 
foot with Greenbelt officers in 
pursuit and was arrested a short 
distance away on Wells Boule¬ 
vard in Adelphi. 

Police .learned that there were 
two cars stolen from the area 
where the incident began. The 
second car, a red 1979 Chevrolet 
Monte Carlo with Maryland reg¬ 
istration EHT-210 has not been 
recovered. 

During the pursuit through the 


unpaved wooded area two of the 
police cruisters, one belonging to 
Greenbelt police and the other to 
Prince Georges County police, re¬ 
ceived minor damage. The offic¬ 
ers were not injured. 

Police believe, says Officer Mc- 
Andrew, that the suspects in this 
case may be the same ones who 
have been responsible for a rash 
of cases in the area of the orig 
inal call in which parked cars 
have been broken into, ransack 
ed, and property stolen.
